| CANADIANS LAST WORD | 


Lieutenant James Stanley Lightfoot 
Welch, Yorkshire Light Infantry, kill- 
ed on Dominion Day, was the only 
son of Canon Welch, formerly rector 
of St. James’ Cathedral, Toronto, now 
vicar of Wakefield, and Mrs. Welch. 
Born at Toronto in 1896, he was edu- 
cated at the Preparatory School of 
Upper Canada College, Toronto, at 
Yardley Court, Tonbridge, and at 
Rugby, where he was a member of 
the O.T.C. and a scholar. When war 
broke out he applted for a commission 
and was gazetted in October, 1914, 
being promoted in the following May. 
A letter from his commanding officer 
Says that while leading his platoon 
against the enemy he was first wound- 
ed by a bullet and fell, but was im- 
mediately afterwards killed by a shell. 
His last words to his platoon wero, 
“Never mind me; carry on.”—London 
Times.

CROWN’S RIGHTS IN WAR 


State Can Take Your Property, But 
May Compensate 


It was generally understood, of 
course, that the Crown in time of 
war had the right to take ovor what 
lands or buildings {t considered neces- 
sary. The question was raised, how- 
ever, in the King’s Bench of Great 
Britain, whether an owner who was 
thus dispossessed had not a right to 
compensation. The matter came be- 
fore the Court by a “petition of right,” 
from an aerodrome company who ask- 
ed for a declaration that they were 
lawfully entitled to proper compen- 
sation. Mr. Justice Avory gave the 
following judgment: He had come to 
the conclusion that His Majesty, by 
virtue of his war prerogative under 
statutes, through his representatives, 
was, under the then existing circum- 
stances, entitled to take possession of 
the land and premises, and was still 
entitled to do so, without making 
compensation. 

In addition, the effect of the Defence 
of the Realm Act conferred on the 
competent Naval and Military authori- 
ties during the continuance of the 
war absolute and unconditional power 
to take possession of land and build- 
ings, and do any other act interfering 
with private property, wholly for the 
public safety or the security of the 
realm. This enactment repealed any 
right of compensation, if it existed in 
time of war, in earlier acts. The sup- 

liants had, therefore, failed to estab- 
{sh any right in law, and judgment 
must be for the Crown. He thought, 
however, that the suppliants were en- 
titled under the Royal Commission of 
Inquiry appointed in March, 1916, to 
apply for compensation in respect of 
any direct and substantial loss incur- 
red, and damage sustained by reason 
of interference with their property 
and business under the circumstances 
of the case. 


HOW COL. SHAW DIED 


Canadlan Officer True to His Men at 
Ypres 


Beckles-Wilson writes: After the 
June attack officers were huddling 
their men together in places of un- 
certain sanctuary. Colonel Shaw of 
the Canadian Mounted Rifles directed 
eighty of his men to Cumberland dug- 
out—a little shallow square. When 
it became too hot there, he forced 
them all out throug ha gap and bade 
them run for their lives.

Berlin reports: In one of his last 
letters before being killed in an air 
battle, Lieutenant Immelmann, the 
Fokker champion, wrote to a friend 
that he had become a total abstainer 
from liquor, “having taken occasion 
to observe that oven the smallest 
quantity of alcoholic liquor lamed 
one’s capacity to reach quick decis- 
ions, thinking power, and presence of 
wuind.”

Canadian North- 


The sole nead of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may bo made at any Dominion Lends 
Agency (but not Sub-Ageney), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dutics—Must 
reside six months in each of threo 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

ROBERTSON CLIMBED 
THROUGH HARD WORK 


Linguistic and Organizing Ability Also 
Counted For Much—Fed 
French's Army 


Sir William Robertson, wrote a Lon- 
don journalist when that oflicer be- 
came chief of staff, has two special 
faculties which few young army of- 
ficers can ever be accused of possess- 
ing—a remarkable gift for language 
and an extraordinary appetite for hard 
work. In India the Hnguistic accom. 
plishment means the acquisition of 
numerous dialects, and his knowledge 
of these rendered Lieutenant Robert- 
son an invaluable intelligence olticer. 
Never without a job, Robertson al- 
ways had time for more work. Others 
might play polo, but he was intent 
upon the pursuit of his profession. 
Now a railway transport officer with 
the Miranzi expedition, now an in- 
telligence officer at headquarters up 
in the hills, Robertson was always 
doing work that mattered. And when 
the South African War broke out he 
became a staff officer and licutenant- 
colonel. 


Rose Rapldly 


The rest of his career has been a 
series of rapid promotions, which have 
carried the quondam trooper of Lan- 
cers to the highest post in the great- 
est army Britain) has ever raised. 
But they have been promotions of the 
kind that people outside the army 
never hear about. Who could know, 
for instance, outside a limited circla 
of army men, that Robertson, as Com: 
mandant of the Staff College for threo 
years, was proving himself one of 
the ablest heads of the thinking part 
of the army machine the British have 
ever had, one of the finest lecturers 
uny ambitious young officer could wish 
to listen to on matters of militury 
training. 

French's Assistant 

When the Great War broke out Sir 
William went to France as Quarter- 
master-Gencral in the field. This was 
a big job, indeed, for he had to supply 
the needs of the Fxpeditionary Force 
In every detoul through those difficult 
and critical weeks when the army was 
constantly «n the move from Mons to 
Marne. To.e problems of feeding the 
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armiy—ana ‘tommy will tell you tnat 
hever was the urmy so well fed as it 
has been during this war—were se 
verely complicated when the base was 
suddenly transferred from Boulogne 
fo never-mind-where-else in France. 
But the Quartermaster-General was 
equal to all emergencies. “Meals al- 
ways punctual” seemed to be the mot- 
fe of his department, and Robertson 
ecame popular as the Man behind 
the Grub. 

When he became Chicf of the Gen- 
eral Staff at Viscount French's heud- 
quarters he had to scheme operations 
at the front as well as maintain sup- 
plies in the rear. Whether those 
plans of operations achieve successful 
results necessarily depends on tho 
skill and bravery with which they aro 
carried out by generals, officers, and 
men in the field. The “best-leid 
schemes aft gang agley,” we 
know, and possibly there have heen 
times when “the Chief" has had occa- 
sion to say things and hard things, 
too! 


PAPINEAU TO BOURASSA 


Solemn Warning From  French-Can- 
adian Hero to Politician 


Extract from Capt. Talbot M. Pa- 
pineau’s letter to Henri Bourassa: 
Perhaps, my cousin, I have been over- 
long and tedious with my reasons, but 
I shall be shorter with my warning, 
and in closing I wish to say this to 
you: Those of us jn this great army 
who may be so‘ fortunate as to return 
to our Canada will have faced the 
grimmest and sincerest issues of life 
and death—we will have experienced 
the unhappy strength of brute force— 
we will have seen our loved comrades 
die in blood and suffering, Bewzere 
lest we return with revengeful feel- 
{ngs, for I say to you that for those 
who, while we fought and suffered 
here, remained in safety and comfort 
in Canada and failed to give us en- 
couragemnent and support, as well as 
for those who grew fat with tho 
wealth, dishonorably gained by politi. 
cal graft and by dishonest business 
methods at our expense, we shall de- 
mand a heavy day of reckoning. We 
shall infllct upon them the punish- 
ment they deserve, not by physical 
violence, for we shall have inua 
enough of that, nor by unconstitution- 
al or illegal means, for we are fighting 
to protect, not to destroy justice and 
freedom—but by the invincible power 
of our moral influence. 
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War Office Language 


London Times:—The Earl of Derby 
in a speech at a banquet in his honor 
said inter alia:—When he (Lord 
Derby) first went to the War Office 
certain papers were sent to him in 
what he could only describe as hiero- 
glyphics, and when he asked a cer- 
tain witty member of the Staff whe- 
ther it was possible, just for the sake 
of idiots like himself—(laughter)— 
occasionally to put the words into 
English, the member of the Staff re- 
plied that he always started by doing 
that. He put the instructions into 
English and sent them to the proper 
department to put into War Office 
language; and if they came back in 
such a state that he could not under- 
stand them he knew it was all right.

CANADIAN IN HOLLAND 


Found Dutch Kind—How Huns Treat 
Canadians 

Pte. Saunderson of Winnipeg, an 
8th Battalion man, after escaping 
from a German prison into Holland 
wrote home: “The Dutch could not 
have been kinder. The Germans treat 
Canadians just like Englishmen, in 
fact, don’t recognize any difference, 
but they often ask how it was Can- 
adians wanted to come such a way to 
fight when not compelled. One day 
while in captivity there came a call 
for a party of prisoners to work on 
the Russian front. An Engiish § ser- 
geant told the German, ‘If you think 
the fellows will do anything to help 
you beat the Russfans you might as 
well kill them right off here, because 
they won’t.’"’ Saunderson believes the 
project of taking these prisoners to 
work in front of the Russian lines 
was accordingly abandoned. 
French prisoners, he says, are 
treated much more leniently than Eng- 
lish. Russians formerly were badly 
off for food, but since that English 
prisoners are looked after so well by 
those at home they get a lot of help 
indirectly. All prisoners are most 
ready to share together.

FROM 
THE FRONT 


Inspector J. F. Boyce received the 
following interesting letter from Capt 
A. R. Gibson last week. It is a very 
realistic description of what it is like 
fighting at the front: 

Dear J. F.:— 

I shall try to give you some idea 
battles we have 
been having lately. It is very difficult 
to write as one hardly knows how 
much one can say and comply with 
censor regulations and certuinly L can 
mention no names of places, but they 
are household words in Lritain and 
Canada. 

‘the night before the great battle L 
rode up to take ratiuns to my bat- 
ation which bad ben holding the 
front line previous to an attack. Con 
trary to my expectations things were 
quiet—much quieter than usugl. The 
night itself was a perfect autumn 
evening with a warm breeze, amd ex- 
cept forthe tremenduus never-ceas- 
ing streams of trac, peace Wygs a- 
broad. Itis really marvellous the 
amount of trgime and the lack of 
coniusion, Endless streams of great 
motor trucks, horsé transport, men 
on fvot and on horseback, numberless 
motor ambulances rushing tv the lor- 
ward dressing stations and crawhnyg 
back with their grievous loads. Une 
of the latter particulyrly arrested my 
attention on the way home that 
might. £ was riding my horse gt a 
slow Walk gnd this amyulance was go- 
lng eVen slower.

But no 
wait for these fellows; they simply 
plodded right through and got there 
too, although the crumps were burst- 
ing all round them. Some of their 
comrades had not cen so fortunate at 
anearlier stage of the game as the 
dead horses by the way testified. The 
men who actually serve the guns are 
mighty good too, and the British ar- 
tillery as a whole is absolutely = mar- 
vellous. ‘To think that two years 
ago we were practically without it 
and to-day I can see every type of 
gun used in the field and in numbers 
beyond belief. Ask a Hun prisoner a- 
bout our barrages and he wiil quake 
at the mention of it. .

BRAVE GENERAL'S END 


Staff Travelled All Night For Me 
cer’s Burial 


Details of the death and burial of 
Major-Gen. M. S. Mercer were convey- 
ed in a message from the Canadian 
representative in the fleld. It stated: 
“The body of Major-Gen. Mercer was 
removed from a demolished dug-out 
in the Armagh Wood. All the but- 
tons and decorations on his tunic had 
been cut off, but rank badges had not 
been touched. Examination showed 
that the General had been severely 
wounded in the leg and had also re- 
ceived bullet wounds in the head 
elther of which would have been suf- 
ficient to cause death. Gen. Mercer’s 


body was carried back and buried in} 


a milltary cemetery close to Poper- 
inghe. A large number of officers, in- 
cluding the corps commander and the 
late General’s staff, attended 
funeral. Some of the 
travelled all night.”

Dwellers in the United States or 
Canada who assume that their cosmo- 
politan races are destined to have a 
share in the volution of humanity and 
civilization, according to the theories 
of Professor Baron von Lichtenberg, 
are doomed to cruel disappointment. 
In “The Destruction of English World 
Power” published under the auspices 
of the German Government he makes 
some astonishing statements.

He admits with a sigh of regret 
that no original race in the world has 
remained absolutely pure, but Ger- 
mans and Scandinavians, he declares, 
are those who come nearest to the 
ideal, and it is to these, therefore, 
that we must look for “Kultur.” All 
the enemies of Germany, on the other 
side, have suffered from a constant 
influx of foreign blood from the very 
earliest days of their existence, and 
because of this they have lost all 
understanding of “Kultur.” 

There is not the slightest doubt 
that all French “Kultur” (the profes- 
sor is kind enough to admit the exist- 
ence of such a thing) is due to Ger- 
man blood, but now this German blood 
is no more of the same importance 
in France, for in all mixing of races 
it is always the nobler blood which 
suffers and the mixed races become 
less prolific than the pure ones. 

He says the Russian empire is made 
up of a multitude of races and has, 
therefore, produced no Kultur, ex- 
cept in the Baltic provinces, where 
a German “Herren Volk” (master 
race) rules the lower strata of the 
population and forms a basis for Kul- 
The English are just as mixed, 
a fact which is plainly proved by 
the grammar of the English language.

BULLER’S FINE DEATH 


Running Along Parapet at Head of 
Famous Regiment 


A partial account of Canadian hero- 
{sm at the Zillebeke fighting of the 
Canadians in the Ypres salient fol- 
lows: The Princess Patricia's fought 
with their accustomed gallantry, led 
by the brave Colonel Buller, lately 
military secretary to H.R.H. the Duke 
og Connaught, and helped, although 
at terrible cost, to check the further 
German advance. Buller, his blood up, 
seeing his men giving way a little, 
ordered them to charge along 
trench known as Gordon Road. They 
obeyed with a rush, and, not to im- 
pede their onset, Buller leapt up on 
to the edge of the trench and ran for- 
ward, crying: “On, boys, on! Break 
them to pieces!" 

He- was thus” encouraging them 
when a bullet pierced his heart. “I 
never saw a finer death,” one man 
said. “He looked very brave and 
handsome up there, outlined against 
the sky, the only figure on the bank 
above, his helmet off, and his face very 
pale and blazing with anger, and his 
right arm pointing forward.. He ‘ell 
down headlong but we never turned 
back until we gave the Germans hell. 
Two hours later, I was told, the 
colonel was still lying there on his 
face on the edge of the trench. Then 
they turned him over and brought him 
in.” 

The second-in-command of the Pa. 
tricia’s, Major Hamilton Gault, was 
severly wounded, and many gallant 
officers fell.
